In July, 1885, some 50 years ago, the 


famous French chemist, Louis Pasteur, 
gave the first Pasteur treatment to a 
human being. 


Today, as the result.of the investi- 


gations which he made, the disease 
called hydrophobia, or rabies, is under 
control, and the number of deaths and 
cases of serious disease, which used 
to be its- inevitable toll, has diminish- 
ed; in some countries they even have 


' disappeared; 


For. instance, rabies, or hydrophobia, 


seldom,.if ever is seen in Great Brit- 
ain, because of use of the Pasteur 
.method and because there is a quar- 
antine on dogs and other animals 
brought into that country. 


The manner in which Pasteur made 


his famous discovery was relatively 


* 'simple. As the result of his observa- 


tions, he determined that the. virus 
which causes death in hydrophobia 
attacks the nervous system.

A death' sentence assessed Wi D. 


May in Tarrant county for murder of 
Jack Sturdivant in July, 1933, was 
made final as the court denied May's 
motion for a rehearing. 


Avirett was convicted in the death 


of James Malcolm Stewart of Katy 
last November 17 on a highway lead- 
ing from Waco. Trial court errors ad- 
vanced as ground for reversal includ- 
ed acts of jurors in talking to outside 
persons after having been impanelled, 
and refusal to admit defense testi- 
mony concerning the conduct of the 
deceased.
